CHENG has told Hong Kong officials that should the Commmists attack the 
colony, the Netionalists are able to send from 30 to 50 thousand troops te 
aid- its defense. CHENG stated that one-third of the troops could arrive by 
air in three hours, the remainder would follow by ships. The Nationalist 
troops would laud in the Bias Bay area and be driven inland. It is reported 
thet British officials are not enthusiastic about the plas. 


It is further reported that CHOEIG is also contacting South China guerrilla 
leadera.
